Thomas Edward Powell, nominated today at 
Cleveland, is 43 years old. He is of Welsh de- 
scent and was born at Delaware, Delaware 
county, Ohio. Whileastudent at the Ohio 
Weslyan university, in 1864, he enlisted as a 
private in an Ohio regiment and served four 
months. Subsequently he graduated, and hav- 
ing studied law with Colonel W. P. Reid, 
formed a partnership with him. THis political 
career began in 1872, when he was 4 speaker 
for Greeley. 

In 1875 he was nominated for attorney-gen- 
eral, and had the distinction of defeat by a 
sinalier majority than Governor William 
Allen. Contrary to his wishes he was nom- 
inated for congress in 1882,and though de- 
feated by General James 5. Robinson, he 
reduced the republican majority to 400. In 
1854 he headed the democratic electoral ticket, 
and in 1585 he served as chairman of the demo- 
cratic state committee.

Congress to be Asked for an Appropriation 
for an Annual Review. 

WASHINGTON, July 21.—A committee, con- 
sisting of Brigedier-General William G. Ward, 
of the New York National Guard; Major James 
Jackson, First United States cavairy; Captain 
A. P. Cooke, United States navy; Colonel 

Villiam C. Chureh, United States Velunteers; 
Captains Murphy and Brady, Twelith Regi- 
ment New York National Guard, and Lieuten- 
ant G. N. Whistler, Fifth United States 
Artillery, has been formed for the pur- 
pose-of securing the press and pcpular 
support to the project of combined 
autumnal maneuvers of regular and militia 
forces.

A Horrible Accident on the Erie 
Railroad. 


FIFTEEN WORKMEN BADLY MANGLED. 


A Train Making Fifty Miles an Hour 
Rounds a Curve in the Midst 
of Italian Workmen. 


New Yor, July 21.—One of those frightful 
accidents which come with appalling sudden- 
ness, When there is no apparent reason why 
they could not be easily avoided, took place 
this morning onthe Erie railroad, between 
Allendale and Hopokus. The catastrophe was 
attended with an appalling loss of life, and 
over a dozen mangled bodies on the track at- 
tested the neglect of some one whose duty it 
should have been to give warning of the im- 
pending disaster. A gang of Italian laborers 
were at work blasting on the railroad a little 
distance from a sharp curve abont three- 
fourths of a mile from Hopokus., The Chicago 
express, which was due an honr before, had not 
arrived, and these men, whose foreman should 
have given a warning whistle when the train 
Was approaching the sharp curve, were busy 
at work, unconscious of the terrible fate which 
was in store forthem. At a quarter past seven 
o’clock train§ No. 12, the express train which 
was due an hour previous, rushed around the 
curve before the men had the slightest warn- 
ing and dashed through them, 

KILLING TWELVE OR FIFTEEN 
on the spot and wounding many others. The 
shrieks of the victims were heartrending, and 


when the train slowed down, the track pre-: 


sented the sickening sight of being covered 
with mangled bodies, rails being spattered 
with blood and broken limbs, and pieces of 
ragged tlesh bei ug scattered in all 
directions. Some of the . bodies were 
mangled beyond description and crushed 
out of allsemblance of humanity. To most 
of the victims death must have come instant- 
ly, but some of them appeared to be yet quiv- 
ering and life ebbing away when tire train was 
brought to a stand still. There was only fil- 
ie miyutes delay andthe train which had 
wroughtso much disaster proceeded on its 
way from Allendale to Hoboken. The ques- 
tion of who is to blame is yet to be settled, but 
it is claimed that it wasthe duty of the  fore- 
man of the gang of laborers to watch for ap- 
proaching trains at the dangerous curve, and 
that he must have neglected to give a warn- 
ing whistle. 

Mr. W. L. Hudson, a passenger on the local 
train, which was behind the Chicago express, 
in conversation with a reporter, described the 
scene as one of the most sickening that could 
be witnessed. 

Along the tracks, he said, were arms, legs, 
trunks and other parts of bodies,and the tracks 
for a long distance were slippery with blood. 
The disaster must have taken place with such 
appalling suddenness that the men did not 
know till the train was down on them. The 
conductor of train on which 1 rode said that 
the train hands of the express were not to 
blame. He believed the foreman of the gang 
was responsible for the disaster by neglecting 
LO rive warning. 

Another account of the terrible accident says 
that about one hundred Italians were at.work on 
the road bed when the train vame along, and the 
Italians stepped on to the other track to allow 


-it to pass, but just then the Chicago express 


thundered down on them at the rate of fifty 
miles an hour and literally 
MOWED ITS WAY THROUGH, 
slinging the unfortunates right and left, tear- 
ing legs and arms and heads off and grinding 
the flesh into the road bed for two or three hun- 
dred feet. So great was the shock that, al- 
though the engine struck nothing but human 
beings, the powerful cow-catcher was 
torn, twisted and broken into pieces. 
Some of the Italians were crowded against the 
rocks in the very narrow space. The engineer 
of the express train reversed his engine and 
was coming to a stop when the passengers told 
him to go ahead. Lookimg back they saw the 
uninjured Italians acting like maniacs. They 
vere yelling, gesticulating and tearing their 
clothes. Some were kneeling and others dash- 
ing about in the middle of 
THE GHASTLY PILE OF MANGLED BODIES. 

When they saw the train stopping they made 
arush forit, andhad they reached it, un- 
doubtedly would haye murdered the engineer, 
fireman and conductor. For this reason it was 
deemed best to come on to Jersey City, where 
the engineer and conductor were closeted with 
ofticers of the road and away from where they 
could be interviewed.

of their numbers, which are written on slips 
and carried by the men in little tin boxes.

Mr. March’s action was a source of in- 
dignation to the other Italians, who wanted to 
take charge of the money themselves. They 
would have mobbed him only for the timely 
interference of two policemen. 
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A FLY-WHEEL BURSTS. 
An Accident which Causes One Death and 
Does Considerable Damage. 
CHATTANOOGA, Juty 21.—At the Roane iron 
company’s steel mill this morning the fly- 
wheel of the mammoth engine working the 
blooming rolls, burst and tore up the roof of 
the mill, fortunately not injuring the machin- 
ery much. Engineer Hord and another work- 
man were sleeping under a shed when the ex- 
plosion occurred, and were buried under the 
debris of the roof. Mr. Hord was killed in- 
stautly and the other man was seriously hurt. 
The wheel was twenty feet in diameter and 
weighed twenty tons, and, singular enough, 
but little damage was done to the mill, except 
the loss of the wheel and breakage of the roof. 
The loss will be about $5,000, and .a delay of 
three to four weeks in work will be occasion- 
ed. The mill was beginning to work double 
turn, and 600 hands will be thrown out of em- 
ployment temporarily, until the mill is re- 
paired. 
lurther investigation of the accident at the 
Roane steel mill discloses the fact that the dam- 
age is not as great as'was at firs tindicated. The 
damage is only about $2,000. The mill is full 
of orders, and will be in operation in two weeks 


LIGHTNING STRIKES A POWDER HOUSE 
An Explosion Takes Place and a Town is 
Nearly Destroyed. 

Srrearer, Il., July 21.—At 2:30 o'clock 
this morning the entire city was aroused by a 
most terrific explosion, which was immediately 
followed by the ringing of the fire bell. The 
prwee house of the Chicago, Wilmington and 

‘ermillion Coal company had been struck by 
lightning and between eight and ten thousand 
pounds of powder had exploded. Every dwell- 
ing on the south and west side of the powder 
lrous® was qomplotety shattered, and in most 
cases entirely demolished. Not a vestige of 
the powder house remains, while where it stood 
is an excavation about sixty feet long, forty 
feet wide and twenty feet deep. Only one per- 
son was fatally injured—a tramp sleeping in 4 
car near the powder house. Six others were 
seriously hurt, while minor casualties will 
reach nearly a hundred. There were forty-five 
dwellings almost totally destroyed, and there 
is not a plate glass window left in the business 
part of the city. It is impossible at this time 
to estimate the loss, but it will probably reach 
$75,000 or $100,000,

DESERTING THE TRAIL. 


A Movement That Will Affect the Cattle 
Market. 


Dsgxyer, Col., July 21.—Cattlemen who 
now have their herds ile north on the great 
cattle trail have decided upon a move which 
will face-abont 50,000 herd now on trail and 
drive them back into Texas. The reason for 
80 ing is because there is absolutely no 
market for the cattle. A meeting, at which 
this decision was arrived at, was held Tues- 
day night in the rooms of the Cattle Growers’ 
association. Among the catilemen present 
were H. ©. Tardy, of Fel Rio, Texas, and 
agents representiug the Simpson Cattle com- 


ar of Texas. 
the cattle now on trail 20,000 head haye 
already entered Wyoming and 50,000 are re- 
ported in the vicinity of Arkansas river. Yes- 
terday the cattlemen went to Hugo, Col., to 
meet the superintendent and captains of the 
drive to inform them of the action taken, and 
to give them orders for the return drive. 

his action practically Zremoves from exis- 
tence forever the long used ‘“‘catile trail’ for 
the transportation of cattle. Such decision 
was only made after it became apparent that 
no remedy could be depended npon. The 
cause of trouble lies principally in the exag- 
gerated nature of information affecting the 
stock market. It was thought that the hard 
winter made cattle scarce in Wyoming, Mon- 
tana and Dakota, and it was not learned that 
Wyoming wanted no cattle whatever until the 
herds were started. 

For fourteen years the cattlemen have used 
the trail to northern markets, without a sea- 
son’s intermission, and many million dollars 
worth of cattle have passed over it. The trail 
begins two hundred miles south of Fort Worth 
and takes a straight line to Wyoming, enter- 
ing Colorado near west Las Animas. — 

Ihe trail was established in 1863, and the 
cow boys had to fight their way through hostile 
bands of Indians for the first several years. 
Last year 300,000 cattle were driven over the 
trail. This year but 70,000 have been started and 
two-thirds of these are being turned back. 
Theodore Ives, of Fort Worth, declares the 
act disastrous, and the failure to get the cattle 
to market will have the effect of putting 
$2;000,000 worth of beef back into Texas which 
is already overstocked, thus driving prices 
down to ruinous figures. It may cause a num- 
ber of failures. 

Captain Cutler thonght there would be no 
more shipments of cattle by the trail. Texas 
will have to consume her own cattle. In other 
words the cowboys will have to establish pack- 
ing houses and do their own killing, and make 
their own shipments. The settling up of the 
western country is what played the mischief 
with raising cattle in large herds. The ‘trail 
has gradually been growing narrower, until 
last year it was but three miles wide, and now 
this has been thrown open to settlement.

more and Ohio railroad. which carries with it both 
telegraph and express companies, The other suit is 
for pecuniary damages for the breaking of this con- 
tract. This action on the part of Ivesand Stayner 
was hastened on accountof Mr. Garrett’s contem- 
plated departure for Europe tomorrow.

On board were fifty 
members of the Pittsburg Press club with 
their wives and families, guests of the Balti- 
more and Ohio road, and nearly 500 other ex- 
cursionists, bound for Atlantic City. Gangs 
were sent to both breaks and the repairs. ef- 
fected as speedily as possije, but it was not 
until nearly one o’cfock tonight that the hun- 
Bry editors and their fellow-sufferers were re- 
eased from their long waitand hurried toward 
their destination.

The African Explorer Said to 
Have Been Murdered. 


ANOTHER REPORT SAYS HE DROWNED. 


The Reports Not Believed in London—The 
Tanner-Long Quarrel in the House 
of Commons—Other News. 


Lonpoy, July 21.—A dispatch from St. 
Thomas, West Africa, says: The West Afri- 
can company has received report that Henry 
M. Stanley, African explorer, has been shot 
dead by natives, with whom his expedition 
was fighting to obtain supplies. Another ac- 
count says that the steamer on which Stanley 
was proceeding to the relief of Emin Bey was 
sunk and that the explorer was drowned. The 
report of Stanley’s death emanates from a 
missionary at Matadi, who received it from a 
native from the up-country. No direct mes- 
sage has been received from the expedition. 

sATER.—The rumor regarding the death of 
Stanley is utterly discredited here. The latest 
authentic news from him was from Aruwimi, 
and was sent under date of June 2d. It would 
be impossible for a native to reach Matadi and 
then St. Thomas since that time. The dis- 
tance between Matadi and Aruwimi alone is 
a thousand miles, through the roughest 
country. 


WHO LIED ABOUT IT? 


The Quarrel Between Dr. Tanner and Mr. 
Long inthe Lobby. 


Lonpon, July 21.—Dr. Tanner, member for 
middie Cork, appeared before the house of 
commons this afterndon, in obedience to its 
Summons, to explain the charge made by Mr. 
Long, member for Wiltshire, that the doctor 
had, in the lobby and in the presence of sev- 
eral Jmombers, called Long ‘fa d—d snob” 
and used other improper language. Mr. Tan- 
ner said he regretted the trouble the house 
had been put to about the matter. Mr. Long’s 
manner and language when he approached him 
(Tanner) in the lobby were part of an arrange- 
ment toannoy him. Mr, Long twice impor- 
tuned him, and said, in reference to his exclu- 
sion from the division (a matter over whieh he 
was still very sensitive): ‘“That was a nice sell 
you got.” 

Here Mr. Tanner said he was sorry for re- 
plying to Mr. Longashe did, and withdrew 
the indecorous expression. 

Mr. Long arose and denied Mr. Tanner’s 
statement, and declared he did not make use 
of the alleged words about the ‘“‘sell.”’ Mr. 
Bond, member for East Dorsetshire, and Mr. 
Bigwood, member for Brentford division of 
Middlesex, were present, and they could con- 
firm his statement. 

Both gentlemen confirmed Mr. Long’s state- 
ment. 

Mr. O’Shea, member for West Donegal, 
said he also was present and that he heard Mr. 
Long say: “That was a nice sell you got.’’ 
Mr. O’Shea added that Dr. Tanner was jeered 
at by Mr. Long and his comrades. 

Sir Juiian Goldsmid urged that the house 
let the matter drop. ; 

W. H. Smith said he regretted that he was 
unable to accept Mr. Goldsmid’sfadvice. Dr. 
Tanner had otfered no explanation of his fail- 
ure to attend the house last Monday when the 
matter was first broughtup. Parliament must 
mark its sense of his misconduct in some man- 
ner. If a month’s suspension was too long, the 
term of suspension could be shortened. 

Mr. Gladstone contended that Dr. Tanner’s 
apology should suffice. Mr. Smith had intro- 
duced an ill-advised element into the discus- 
sion by suggesting that Dr. Tanner imputed a 
falsehood to Mr. Long. Did not Mr. Long, in 
like manner, impute a falsehood to Dr. ‘lan- 
ner? Was an imputation upon an Irish mem- 
ber one thing and an imputation uponan 
English member another? {Cheers. 

The speaker here intervened and told the 
house that Dr. Tanner’s apology should be 
held tocover the offense of which he was ac- 
cused. 

Mr. Smith thereupon withdrew his motion 
and the incident ended. 

The Panama Canal. 

Panis, July 2.—M. DeLesseps presided at 
today’s meeting of the shareholders of the 
Panama canal.

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How aGreat Battle Was Fought 
in Atlanta 23 Years Ago. 


The following graphic description by a north- 
ern soldier, has been handed us for publica- 
tion by Mr. C. C. Hay, who belonged to the 
Forty-fifth Alabama regiment, Lowery's bri- 
gade: 

After the charge on July 21, 1864, General 
McPherson spoke in high eee our brigade, 
and decila that the Sixteenth regiment 
would be especially remembered by him for its 
sy throughout the campaign. 

the following day was fought one of the 
most desperate battles of the war, and never 
before had the courage and discipline of Sher- 
man’s army been put to such an pecans 0 
test. Hood’s plan for the conflict was a bril- 
liant one. On the evening of the 21st he 
abandoned the onter defenses of Atlanta, and 
massed two of his best army corps in the woods 
on the left flank of the union army. He 
hoped that Sherman would hastily move for- 
ward in the morning to occupy the abandoned 
works, upon which our left wing was to be 
furiously assailed in front, flank and rear. 

Sherman acted with caution, however, and 
@ most sanguinory engagement occurred. 

Our regiment had the honor of opening it 
with the first volley and the determined valor 
of our brigade against tremendous odds, ma- 
terially disarranged the enemy’s plans and af- 
forded our commanders time to partially meet 
the approaching storm of war. In_ the fur- 
therance of this object our regiment foughtits 
last battle, and was ervelennl and captured by 
the foe. 

Each regiment received orders to construct 
a rifle trench along its front. We were worn 
out with marching and fighting, and so far as 
our regiment was concerned, the defense con- 
structed was a very simple one, for we never 
for a moment imagined we would ever have 
the slightest use for it. 

Immediately after dinner, while we were 
lounging infthe shade of {the trees, utterly un- 
conscious of danger, brisk firing suddenly 
commenced on the skirmish line in front of us, 
which was composed of two companies of our 

iment. A fusilade in the direction of At- 
lanta would have created no comment, but 
that the enemy was appearing on the left flank 
of the army seemed incredible. “It must bea 
cavalry raid,’’ was the universal opinion. 

A skirmisher came running in and notified 
the colonel] that heavy masses of infantry were 
moving upon us. The intelligence seemed ab- 
surd. We could see only about thirty yards to 
the front of us, for we had cleared away the 
underbrush that far. Beyond the clearing we 
could see absolutely nothing. In a few mo- 
ments our skirmishers reached the clearing, 
and, although they seemed to be under a sharp 
fire, the colonel ordered them back to their 
former stations. They made an attempt to 
comply with the order, but it) became appa- 
rent that a strong force was pressing them 


_ back, and they were recalled and joined us in 


the trench. 

We could soon see musket barrels glistening 
here and there throngh the foliage, and the 
frequent hissing of bullets warned us to keep 
closely under cover. Our officers commanded 
until the enemy came 
upon the clearing. 

Our muskets were all loaded and every man 
began tearing cartridges and otherwise pre- 
paring fora rapid fire. Suddenly the “rebel 
yell” startied us. It was not pealed by a few 
scattered skirmishers, but by a storming col- 
umn. A heavy charge was to be made on our 
trench. Nearer and nearer came the dire and 
tumult, and in less than five minutes a thick 
mass of infantry struggled and floundered 
throngh the underbrush, ponred upon the 
clearing and rushed madly toward us. Every 
man of the column was yelling like a maniac, 
and at the front of them ran numerons officers, 
waving their swords and displaying the most 
reckless gallantry. : 

Gradually the enemy’s column disappeared 
from our front. The ground was piled with 
his dead and wounded, and the remainder of 
the stormers recoiled back to the protection of 
the timber and jungles. We then ceased firing 
and sprang to our feet, swung our hats and 
joined in three ringing cheers of triumph. 

Then for the first time we became aware 
that heavy firing was in progress elsewhere. 
Far away to the left of us, and so far to the 
rear that we were utterly amazed, we could 
hear appalling crashes of musketry, the cheers 
of stormers and an incessant clamor of artil- 
lery. 

The Sixteenth corps of the union army 
had been hurriedly formed in line to meet the 
enemy and was engaged in repulsing the as- 
saults of a confederate army corps. We real- 
ized that a gigantic struggle had commenced, 
on which the fate of Atianta and the whole 
confederacy might depend. Terrific cannon- 
ading could also be heard along the line that 
faced Atlanta. 
apd the rapid movements made to circumvent 
it, Sherman’s army was drawn up somewhat 
in the form of the letter L, the perpendicular 
mt of the letter representing the works and 

erees that faced the Atlanta fortifications, 
which latter were filled with troops. The hori- 
ontal part of the letter somewhat represents 
he position of the Sixteenth corps of the 
wnion army, excepting that a gapof halfta 
mile existed between the Sixteenth corps and 
the troops that faced Atlanta. 

The second assault finally came. Again 
loud and prolonged yells gave us aimple warn- 
ing. The same tactics were repeated but with 
more impetuosity. The storming column 
purged a few paces nearerthan in the first in- 
stance but encountered the same terrible re- 
feption. The dead and wounded fell in piles. 
at was simply impossible for a man to stand 
erect under such a pitiless fire and live, and 
every confederate either knelt or threw him- 
self flatonthe ground. For some time we 
poured a storm of death upon those hapless 
men. They could not get back from the clear- 
ing and they could not advance to our trench. 
The battle had beeome a massacre. We did 
not dare to cease firing, however, for they 
might take renewed courage, spring to their 
feet and overwhelm us. 

Several of the left companies surrendered, 
but the center and right companies leaped out 
of the trench, faced tothe rear and brought 
their bayonets to the charge. When the 
federates rushed up to within 
us and halted, many of them threw down their 
muskets at our coinmand. A member of our

e says: “During this attack the enemy 
emerged from the woods on the other side of 
the road and moved upon the works of the 
regiment I had the honorto command, At 
the front of the 4th Alabama strode an i 
waving a light colored slouch hat. As the roac 
was not more than thirty yards wide and as we 
were in a good position, although on the re- 
verse side of our works, I presumed that this 
officer Was waving his hatin token of surren- 
der. Hence lI stopped the wine By far as [ 
could, but as the men immediately behind him 
discharged their muskets at us, I perceived 
that the waving of the hat was not a signal of 
sutrender, but a mark of defiance. then 
ordered my men to blaze’ = § away, 
which they did. When the officer 
reached our works, I jumped on_ the 
parapet and demanded a surrender of him, 
speaking as loudly as I could, but in the roar 
of musketry my voice was lost to some extent. 
He shook his head in refusa) and waved to his 
men to pour across the work. I stooped down, 
seized him by the right collar of his coat with 
my right hand and drew him over the works, 
landing him after he was across, by the assist- 
ance of one of my men, who took him by the 
left hand. I found from his own statements 
that he was Colone! Lampley, of the 45th Ala- 
bama. He was slightly wounded in the back, 
merely a flesh wound, however. [Over the 
works also came the principal portion of his 
regiment, as prisoners, and the struggle was 
ended.}] Among the captured officers of that 
regiment was Major Freeman, afterwards a 
member of congress; his leg was crushed. The 
flag of the regiment was captured before Colo- 
nel Lampley’s eyes. It bore onits folds the 
words: ‘Ringgold Gap, Chicamauga, Perry- 
ville,’ and isnow in the possession of the Iowa 
Historical society.

THE BLOODY REPULSE OF HOQD’S ARMY. 

The closing of the gap between the Six- 
teenth corps and Sherman’s intrenchments dis- 
sipated all hopes of confederate success. In 
vain assault followed assault. One line of 
works and a battery were wrested from a posi- 
tion of the Fifteenth corps, but was immedi- 
ately retaken by a counter charge, in which 
the opposing troops fought hand to hand with 
clubbed muskets and bayonets. At every 
point Hood’s army was hurled back wit 
frightful earnage, and the conflict ended. 

Our most deplorable loss was that of the 
chivalrous McPherson, who was slain while 
endeavoring to ride across the gap from the 
SixteentK corps. No other army in the world 
could have emerged from such a fiery ordeal 
in complete triumph. “FREE LANCE.” 

RETURNING A FEDERAL FLAG. 

Among the federal flags captured at_ this 
battle was one taken from Crocker’s Iowa 
brigade by General Govan’s Arkansas brigade. 
Atareunion of Crocker’s brigade at Cedar 
Rapids, Iowa, the return of the flag was the 
sensation of the day. It was thus described 
by a correspondent of the Washington Na- 
tional Tribune: 

One of the mest thrilling scenes that was 
ever witnessed in relation to the war was then 
enacted. Itwasthe return of the flag toe the 
Sixteenth Iowa by General Govan’s command, 
captured at Atlanta, July 22, 1564. 

The following letters were read by General 
Belknap in explanation of the preliminaries 
that led to its return; 

GENERAL GOVAN’S LETTER. 

MARIANNA, Ark., September 11, 1883.—To General 
Belknap: My dear general—I have, with the past 
few days, been {fortunate enough jto get possession 
of a United States flag, captured by my brigade at 
Atlantajin the battle of July 22, 1864. It is useless 
for me to say that it affords me the greatest pleasure 
to return it to its rightful owners, the gallant right 
(the Sixteenth Iowa), that bore it with such con- 
spicuous courage and gallantry in my presence on 
that ever memorable occasion, and only parted 
with it when to retain it longer was impossible, 
after having done all that could be expected of 
human courage and valor to defend it.- 1 beg 
therefore that you will, in my name 
and with the full coneurrence and indorsement of 
my old brigade, in such fitting words as the oc- 
casion demands, present the flag (with my compli- 
ments) to Colonel Saunders and the officers and sur- 
viving members of the Sixteenth Iowa regiment, feel- 
ing fully assured that battle-scarred and torn, as 
it is, with the tempest of shot and shell, that its 
silken folds conld repose in no worthier hands than 
those of the gallant men over whom it has floated 
upon so many memorable occasions, proudly braying 
the battle and the breeze. 

This flag was captured by the Fifteenth Arkansas 
regiment (General Cleburne’sold regiment). I shali 
today forward you by Southern express the flag, 
which I hope will reach you safely and be the more 
highly prized after its eventful history. Again as 
suring you ot the pleasure it affords me to return 
the old flag, and expressing the hope that it may be 
ps yssible for me to be with you on the 26th of Septem- 

er, lam very sincerely and truly yours, 
D. C. GOVAN. 
GENERAL BELKNAP’S ANSWER. 

The following reply was sent to General 
Govan: 

WASHINGTON, September 15, 1883.—General D. C. 
Govan, Marianna, Ark.—My Dear General: lI have 
this moment received your letter of Septemper 11th, 
and with it the flag of the Sixteenth Iowa, captured 
by your brigade in the battle of July 22, 1864, near 
Atlanta. The veterans of that gallant regiment, 
who will meet, with the other survivors of Crocker’s 
Iowa brigade, in reunion at Cedar Rapids on Sep- 
tember 26th and 27th, will thank von for this return 
to them of their lost treasure, and: will appreciate 
the generous and peaceful words concerning them- 
selyes which your letter contains. 

No baitle of the war was fought more gallantly or 
stubltornly by the soldiers engaged on both sites, 
and though this regiment Was borne down by su- 
perior numbers aid foreed to yield after a mosi he- 
roic struggle, your own words show how sevcre the 
contest was, 

I shall take great pleasure in following your wish- 
es, that the fiag be returned to Colonel (now gen- 
eral) Addison H. Sanhders and his brave men, and 
I sincerely hope that you may be present with us at 
Cedar Rapids when the fiagshall again wave over 
the veterans of the Sixteenth Iowan,

A desperate fight ensued and 
the enemy was repulsed with great slaughter;

Its 
third position was behind a line of works, and 
it there alternately repulsed charges both from 
the front and the rear.

NEGRO IN a ENDIARIES 


Arouse the Fears the Fears of the People 
of Oglethorpe County. 

ATHENS, Ga., July 21.—[Special.]—From a 
gentleman from Oglethorpe county, is learned 
the following additional information in re- 
gard to the rumored outbreak by the negroes 
of that county: It seems that on Thursday 
night of last weék, a big negro gathering was 
held ata church near Antioch, on the Athens 
branch. The meeting was presided over by a 
negro named Jim Sanders, who seemed to 
have organized and gotten it up. There were 
also present two notorious negro politicians 
from Athens, whose names oes not been 
learned. They were veritable fire-brands, and 
made the most incendiary addresses, calling 
the blacks of Oglethorpe county to protect 
themselves if necessary, by the torch and the 
shot-gun. As soon as the whites 
learned of this negro meeting, they 
at once took steps to rotect 
themselves. Arms were secured from the var- 
ious cities of the state, among them a large 
number of sixteen shooting Winchester rifles, 
with an abundance of ammunition. Couriers 
were also sent out calling on the whites to 
meet at Lexington last night, when such steps 
as are necessary for the protection of the town 
and the preservation of peace and order will 
be taken. The whites are determined, and 
will see that no repetition of the Crawford riot 

takes place without its inaugurators being se- 

verely punished. The citizens are particu- 
larly anxious to get possession of the Athens 
negroes, and will watch every road for them. 
They will not find the climate of Oglethorpe 
very healthy for them if caught. The whites 
are not at§all ‘frightened, for they know that 
they are fully ‘able to cope with any band of 
insurrectionists that might organize.

POETRY AND PHILOSOPHY OF GOETHE 


A Review of the Lectures and Discussions of 
the Milwaukee Literary School. 

S.8. Griggs & Co., Chicago. This book, 
kindly sent us by the publishers, comprises the 
lectures and extempore discussions before the Mil- 
waukee literary school in August, 1886. It isa fact 
of significance that the Concord school of philosophy 
also took for its subject of lectures and discussions 
in 1885 the same author and his works. We 
can thus perceive that the great Ger- 
man poet dl scientist is rising 
rapidly into a commanding position among the 
foremost American thinkers. And as these literary 
and Philosophie schools are interpreting his writings 
to the popular mind, we are beginning to see the 
fullfillment of Carlyle’s prophecy in 1832, that fifty 
years from that time, the great poets “thinking 
would be found translated and ground down, even 
to the capacity of the diurnal press.”’ Indeed there 
is no author on whom. and on whose writings the 
platform and the press have so much to say 
today as on Goethe. We regard this asa 
healthy sign of our intellectual times; for no other 
author has evinced a greater versatility of talents or 
gone deeper into the discussion of problems 
in which humanity must be forever intenseiy inter- 
ested. We have long felt that while Goethe was no 
more didactic, if we may use this word, substantive- 
ly, there are yet throughout his entire writtngs,both 
novels and poems, the very soundest moral lessons. 
This is seen to be true even of the Elective Affirmi- 
ties, which was once regarned as so immoral and 
dangerous; while long ago Faust has 
ceased to be acceptable as lackie 
stigmatized it, as a mere flesh and blood story.” 
Let any one study Mrs. Shorey’s essay on the for- 
mer of these as formed in this book, or Mrs. Em- 
ery’s on it as found in the Concord book, and he 
will conclude that it need no longer be put under 
theban. Indeed, though the last of Goethe’s works 
to be read in daylight; it is perhaps the one of all 
that he himself intended to be pre-eminently didac- 
tic. 

Though, 


lectures and discussions 
cover very much the same ground, 
and some of the participans won the 
same, as those in the Concord school,there is very 
little repetition of the thoughts or language of the 
earlier meeting, while here we have some import- 
ant phases of Goethe’s character brought out dis- 
tinetly that were thore only referred to generally, 
Not the least interesting lecture in the book, and 
that elicited quite a varied discussion, is Goethe as 
a scientist. Itis shown that while our author’s 
fame as & poet and novelist has 
largely overshafowed that secured by 
his scientific attainments, he was no mean scientist 
after all. He was the discoverer of the inter-maxil- 
lary bone in the human species; and in making the 
discovery he pursued the truly scientific method, 
and really laid the foundation of the great science 
of comparative anatomy. He was also ‘‘the origi- 
nator of the theory of types in the organic 
world,”’ between which and the modern doctrine of 
evolution there is “but a step.” It is, 
however, as the author of Faust that Goethe 
will be longest and most widely known and hon- 
ored, and therefore we are not surprised that this 
grandly philosophico moral poem occupied much 
of the lecturing and discussion of the session of 
the school. The lectures by Mrs. Sherman and 
Professor Snider on this subject, with the discus- 
sions that followed each, will throw much light on 
the great drama, even to those who have already 
devoted to it much study. Espectally will this be 
found true in the remarks of 
Dr. Harris on Professor Snider’s 
lecture, This gentleman is unquestionably one of 
the most appreciative students of our age of Goethe 
and his works. With a mind longand well discip- 
lined in the study of German philosophy, and one 
of the clearest expounders of Hegel, he pierces 
readily through the outer form or letter of the Wil- 
helm Meister and of Faust, and makes clear disclo- 
sures of the vital and vitalizing spirit; while withal 
his utterances haye generally a religious, Christian 
ring that the devout student always so gladly wel- 
comes. 

We commend these lectures. and discussions to 
the student, not only of Goethe, but of general lit- 
erature. We ourselves are profound admirers of 
the great novelist and poet, aud above all of his 
Faust. We know no profane work in any language 
that will so richly repay an earnest and persevering 
study, When one becomes intelligently and thor- 
oughly sympathetic with this, every other dramatic 
or philosophico-moral poem becomos compara. 
tively « tame, Nor do we feel that we 
could secure to one a higher, deeper, or purer 
intellectual pleasure, than by stimulating one to en- 
gage in the earnest study, and to _perse- 
vere to the achieyment of the mastery of 
this poem. And we would take the lib- 
erty of suggesting that to our Young Men’s Library, 
no more valuable books could be jadded than this 
“Poetry and Philosophy of Goethe,” and others that 
will stimulate to and help im the study of the great 
German and his works. And with such stimuli and 
helps thus available and used, we hope some day to 
see a literary or philosophic school in Atlanta, 
that willbe as thoroughly in support with these 
subjects, and will bring out as mastery lectures 
and discussions upon them, as the schools of Con- 
cord and Milwaukee. Why should we be behind 
in these matters any more tha. in commercial and 
other material interests? J. G. ARMSTRONG.

Praying to God to pardon one who has 
sinned against the laws of Heaven and earth! 
Praying to God to receive him as he received his 
childish victims! Half a thousand men will go out 
of this inclosure scoffing at the religion which can 
do this thing, but they will tremble before the law 
which they have seen vindicate. 

‘‘Now the black-cap!’”’ That man has looked his 
last on earth. His heart beats are numbered. Does 
any one ask if he is “dying game?’’ Never a one! 
If he wailed and wept they would not reproach 
him. It would be a poltroon, stupitied with drink, 
who could stand on that death-trap and give no 
Bien. 

Watch! The hangman has his hand on the lever! 
The man is aloneon the trap! The seconds are 
horribly long to him. He straightens up, draws a 
full breath, and then there is acrash as the trap 
falls—a groan from the crowd as the body brings up 
with a horrible jerk—and this is the end.

One of the most notable events of the war 
was the hauling down of the federal flag by 
Mumford in New Orleans, after the city had 
surrendered. 

For this daring act Mumford was hanged 
by the order of General Ben Butler. The 
affair created the wildest excitement 
throughout the south. The dead man was 
regarded asa hero, and Butler's conduct 
was considered brutal in the extreme. 

From time to time since the war it has 
been vaguely intimated that. Butler was 
in danger of being asgassinated by one of 
Mumford’s sons, and more than once imag- 
jnative newspaper correspondents have de- 
scribed the general’s efforts to escape from 
his relentless foe. 

Now, all this seems probable, and yet 
there is not a word of truthin it, During 
all these years Butler has remained silent, 
although. the publication of the facts in the 
2ase would have reflected the highest eredit 
upén him. A few weeks ago a gentleman 
saw a newspaper statement to the effect that 
Butler had obtained a clerkship for Mum- 
ford’s widow. ‘Thinking that there might 
be an interesting story connected with it he 
wrote to the general for further information. 
Butler’s reply will be a revelation to many 
people. : 

It appears that in 1868 he learned that 
Mrs. Mumford was in Washington in great 
distress. An interview took place, and the 
lady stated that a subscription raised for her 
benefit by-the southern people had been in- 
vested in a litthe home in Wytheville, Vir- 
ginia. There was a carpenter’s lien on the 
house, and it was difficult for the family to 
getalong. Butler at once paid off the lien 
and obtained a clerkship for Mrs. Mumford 
in the internal revenue bureau. During 
the Hayes administration she was turned 
out: Butler went to Postmaster-General 
Key, and laid the whole matter before him, 
and secured a place for the unfortunate 
woman in his department which she held 
until her death. 

In conclusion, the general writes: 

1 saw in the southern newspapers not unfrequent- 
ty that she was bringing up her children and in- 
structing them in a vendetta against me. Indeed, 
it went so far that when I was atthe Chicago con- 
vention in 'S4 it was published in Chicago that there 
was a son of Mumford’s en route from some western 
territory to kill me in revenge for his father’s death, 
and I was advised by my friendsto take great care 
to let no strange man get nearme. I told them if! 
tived until some oneof Mrs. Mumford’s children kill- 
ed me | should reach a ripe old age, and laughed at 
that foolishne:s, as I have occasion to laugh at 
Zouch other newspaper nonsense. 

I may be permitted to say further that there isa 
great change of feeling apparently come over the 
Bouthern people 11 regard tomy being justified in 
the execution of Mumford for hauling down the 
American flag, because Isawa letter of Governor 
Fitzhugh Lee, when speaking of the return of the 
confederate flags proposed by the president, in 
which he winds up by saying: ‘If any man hauls 
@éown the American flag let him be shot on the spot.” 

This little chapter of war history is as in- 
ceresting as anything that has yet appeared 
in print. One kind action does not make a 
mana saint, but it should be passed up to 
his credit. What Tom Reed said about 
John A. Logan will apply very well to Ben 
Butler: ‘He is so d—d human!”’

The This Man and the Torrid Wave. 

There is danger of wasting too much 
Sympathy upon the fat man during the hot 
spell. Nobody seems to think about the 
thin man. He is popularly supposed to en- 
joy a regular succession of cold days; even 
when. the thermometer indicates blood 
heat. 

It must be admiited that the thin man is 
to seme extent. responsible for all this. 
There is so little of him that people humor- 
ously charge him with stripping off his flesh 
and sitting in his skeleton. The hot weather 
is not supposed to have its grip on a fellow 
whose attenuated anatomy suggests the pro- 
priety of requiring him to give bond for his 
appearance. 

The fat man has all the advantage when 
it comes to exciting sympathy.

His 
size, and strength and voice all tend to make 
him a conspicuous object of suffering, and 
he naturally attracts sympathy. 

Yet.it does not follow that the thin man 
is comfortable because he makes no sign.

Having less strength than his fat brother, 
he is doomed to endure a sizzling steam or 
a clammy swelter ina state of almost life- 
less lethargy. Why should he raise his 
piping voice ina strain of coniplaint only 
to have it lost in the sonorous how] of his 
fat neighbor who is roaring like a bull of 
Bashan? 

The thin man’s case is hopeless. All his 
frying, stewing and evaporation will pro- 
yoke nothing more than the irritating re- 
mark: “Why, you look as cool as a cu- 
ecumber!’’?

Henry M. Stanley. 

Our dispatches announce that a report of 
the death of Tenry M. Stanley, the African 
explorer, has been received at St, Thomas. 
While this report is in the nature of a ru- 
mor, which has not yet been confirmed, and 
while there are two conilicting accounts, 
nevertheless it is porsible that the career of 
the adventurous traveller is ended, 

In the face of ail the notoriety he has 
won as au explorer, it is 4 very sorry ending 
indeed. ‘To be shot to death by savages, to 


be drowned in a sunken steamer, how does |

this fit in with the stormy career of the man 
who was sent after Livingstone and found 
him? 

If he be dead, it is a pity, for he wasa 
man whose activities would be difficult to 
match—a restless worker, and an indefati- 
gable explorer, He was a man of many 
hardships. Born in Wales, he drifted to 
this. country, and became a soldier of for- 
tune—a Bohemian. During the war he 
fought for awhile on the confederate side. 
Then he went north, If he failed to fight 
on the federal side, it was probably not his 
fault. Seeking for adventure, he never 
paused to look at the flag that floated over 
him. 

Those who bother themselves with the 
troublesome ethics of conduct would say 
that he lacked both principles and convic- 
tion; but perhaps this is not so. Perhaps 
his principles were concealed beneath a love 
of excitement, a passion for adventure. 

At any rate, it must be conceded that 
Stanley is the most distinguished explorer 
of this generation. Probably, without in- 
tending it, he was also a great geographer. 
This much may be said: He possessed a 
dauntless courage, and a faculty for organi- 
zation which, under favorable circumstances, 
would have made him a great general. 

Towards the close of. his career, if his 
career be indeed closed, he found that he 
was making contributions to a most im- 
portant science, and no doubt this fact fired 
his ambition anew. If he is dead, his death 
removes from the world a great explorer, a 
gallant man, and a thorough-going newspa- 
per reporter.

A Tremendous Machine. 

The Keely motor business is becoming more 
mysterious than ever. Mr. Keely himself, it 
appears, has written a book shortly to be 
published, in which he deals with his eth- 
eric discovery as the foundation of a new 
philosophy; and one of his friends or pu- 
pils who signs himself C. J, Bloomfield 
Moore, has written au article for Lippin- 
eott’s magazine which deals in a vague and 
unsatisfactory way with the secrets of the 
motor. 

There seems to be no doubt that Keely 
has discovered a force’ which he has thus 
far beer unable to control with any degree 
of certainty.. It may be that his discovery 
will revolutionize things, or it may be that 
Keely himself will fritter away his opportuni- 
ties, and the resources of those who believe 
in him, in speculative experiments. 

If C. J. Bloomfield Moore is to be believ- 
ed, Mr. Keely is a philosopher, a diseoverer 
and an inventor. Mr. Moore says that the 
Keely motor secret teaches that ‘‘the various 
phenomena ofthe human constitution can- 
not be properly comprehended and explain- 
ed without observing the distinction between 
the physical and material,and the moral and 
spiritual nature of man.’’ Mr. Moore also 
declares that Mr. Keely’s discovery ‘‘dem 
onstrates incontrovertibly the separate ex- 
istence and independent activity of the soul 
of man.’’ This may mean much or it may 
mean little; it may be fine philosophy or it 
may be folderol. 

Mr. Keely, in his book, makes this remark: 
‘‘The true study of the deity by man brings 
in the observation of his marvelous works 
the discovery of a fundamental creative law 
ofas wide and comprehensive a grasp as 
would make this etheric vapora tangible link 
between God and man, would enable us to 
realize in a measure the actual working 
qualities of God himself (speaking most 
reverentially ) as we would those of a fellow- 
man.’’ 

We had intended to make some comments 
on this, but the weather is too warm. It is 
to be hoped, however, that Mr. Keely will 
before long be able to make his wonderful 
machine perform in public.

The account of the return of the battle 
flag captured by General Govan’s men from 
Croecker’s lowa brigade shows how brave 
men may be honorable foes in war, and 
generous friends in peace. In reading it 
onefeels disposed to sympathize with the 
gallant lowan’s anxiety to meet the confed- 
erate who told him to “‘drop that flag and 
git, blank you!’ His statement that he

After [the absolute declination of Judge 
Thurman, it was conceded that the nomina- 
tion would go either to Mr. Powell or Con- 
gressman James EK. Campbell. Mr. Powell 
was strongly backed by the Payne influence, 
which is powerful in Ohio, Senator Payne 
himself went as a delegate to the convention 
and worked for Powell. 

The nomination was made without much 
difficulty and was well received by the con- 
vention, Mr. Powell is comparatively un- 
known outside of Ohio, but there he has

been a prominent politielan for several 


held was that of attorney general of his 
state. He is about forty-five years old; has 
a large personal acquaintance throughout 
the state; andis aman of unimpeachable 
character. : 

By uniting to give him a cordial support 

e democrats can make the result of the 
campaign very doubtful, Atthe last elec- 
tion in Ohio Governor Foraker received 
359,281 votes, against 341,880 for Governor 
Hoadly, a plurality of only 17,451 in a total 
vote of 733,967. It will be seen that a very 
small per cent of gain by the democrats or 
loss by the republicans would reverse this 
result, 

Everything depends on the size of the 
prohibition vote which comes largely from 
these who used to vote the republican ticket. 
The growth of the prohibitionists 
as a political party in Ohio has 
beet remarkable, In 1872 they 
polled only 2,000 votes in the state, In 1886 
they polled 29,000. They have outa full 
state ticket now and their leaders predict 
that they will poll over 50,000 votes at the 
coming election. If they do Powell will 
probably be elected. 

The democrats may lose some votes by 
reason of the labor ticket which has been 
put out, but it is not considered dangerous. 
Next Wednesday the republican conveution 
will meet at Toledo. Governor Foraker 
will be nominated by acclamation. The 
crowing suspicion that he is knifing his 
benefactor, John Sherman, and aspiring to 
the second plaee on the national republican 
ticket with Blaine may cause Sherman’s 
friends to give him a lukewarm support in 
the present campaign. 

If there should be, {and there probably 
will be,) serious opposition to the resolution 
which will be offered in the republican con- 
vention indorsing Sherman for the presi- 
dency the republican party in Ohio will 
at once divide into two factions between 
whom hearty co-operation will be impossi- 
ble. The Ohio democrats have the odds 
against them in this fight, but there are 
many contingencies which may.throw victo- 
ry into their hands. The most important

On yesterday, when the remarks of Clark Howell 
were readupon a motion.to reconsider, resolutions 
expressive ofthe appreciation of our people were 
drawn.up and numerously signed, to be forwarded 
tohim, thanking him forthe zealous and manly 
fight he made for the measure. While our people 
have not seen the bill in its entiretyand hayé not 
the proper basis to come’ to a just conclusion ofall 
its merits, we do think that the proposition to-re- 
commit and give it afull, fair and impartial inyvesti- 
gation, with a chance to the friends of the measure 
toelimimate anyandalil reasonable objectionable 
features from the measure, was a fair proposition 
and ought to have been given tothe friends ofthe 
measure, 

We now 


feel since we have a_ railroad 
that we, in this mountain region, 
are citizens of the at =. state of 
Georgia, and entitled to share in common with all 
other citizens of the state: its blessings and protec- 
tion. We are not ungrateful for the aid given us in 
convict labor, to dig. down big. hills, and fill deep 
hollows in building our railroad, that was supple- 
mented by thousands of dollars of individual 
money of the poor citizents along the line. Yet we 
think it a little unkind in. those who liye upon and 
near lines of railroads built and equipped by the 
state to be continually charging the Mariettaand 
North Georgia Railroad company with robbing the 
state treasury in the lator of convicts that the road 
acquired before the adoption of the constitution of 
1877. Allof which equities were fully, fairly and 
openly settled ‘by the legislature of 1854-5, and we 
hoped at that thne, was settled for all time to come. 
But it now seems that the extension of the road to 
Atlanta (by the company and not at the expense of 
the state as we understand it) will injure the busi- 
ness of the state road as this road isa feeder of the 
State road, and as the consumer invariably pays the 
revenue, we are required to do the feeding.

Is the State Road Threatened bythe Central? 

Epitors ConstrrutTion; The sequence of 
certain recent facts, as gathered from the news 
columns ef THR CONSTITUTION, is suggestive to my 
mind of a greater danger threatening the State road 
than the proposed extension of the Marietta and 
North Georgia from Marietta to Atlanta. 

It has been searcely a fortnight since foreclosure 
proceedings were begun by the Central 
against the Savannah Griffin and North 
Alabama railroad, which can have no 
other pu than the making absolute its own- 
ership of that road, Next, there isa secret meeting 
in New York of the syndicate controlling the Cen- 
tral; which is closely followed by the announce- 
ment of yesterday that President Williamson of the 
kKome and Carroliton railroad, has secured the 
money in New York to build the road from Chatta- 
nooge to Carrollton. 

These facts, viewed in connection with a map of 
Georgia, lead me to believe that it will be searcely a 

ear until the Central will be running Its trains 

nto Chattanooga over its own road,to the enormous 
damage of the State road. Itis easy demonstrable 
that this line from Savannah and Macon, yia Uriftin, 
Carrollton and Kome,to Chattanooga, would be 
nearly forty miles shorter than either of the exist- 
ing Lines, by the Central and the}Wesjern and Atlan- 
tic, or by the East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia, 
Another advantage to the Central, over and above 
the direct connection with the through lines tothe 
north aud west, would consist in ing the 8, G, 
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& N. A. railroad. an important part of a great trunk 
line, rather than dead ty it has been,

SHOOTING A NEGRO PREACHER: 


William R. Clemmons, Pastor of Mount Oli- 
vet Church, Assaulted by Three Men. 

Rev. William R. Clemmons, colored pastor 
of Mount Olivet church, corner Butler and Harris 
streets, is lying at his home, 119 East Harris, nurs- 
ing & gun shot wound, which is quite painful and 
serious. 

The wound was inflicted late night before last. 

Clemmons is an edneated darky, and in addition 

) preaching a fair sermon, entertains the members 
of 1s congregation by- frequent visits, 
during whieh he diseusses the topies of the 
day inan entertaining and interesting manner. 
The female portion of the congregation is quite 
proud of their ginger cake colored minister- and re- 
cently several serious troub’es have been occasioned 
y him. On Wednesday night there was prayer 
meeting at the church and atter the services were 
over Clemmons walked home with Della Hunt, one 
of his church members. The woman is in service 
on Peachtree and when she and the minister 
reached her home they stopped at the front gate for 
achat. As they were talking, three negro men 
passed by, but neither Clemmons or the woman 
recognized either one ofthem. Soon after the men 
passed, Clemmons started home. Just ashe reached 
the corner of Peachtree and Cox streets, the same 
three men who had passed him at the gate, stepped 
in front of him, sayizg: 

“Stop, we want you.”’ 

As one ofthe men spake, the other two walked 
around Clemmons, and before hecould move, he 
found himself surrounded, 

‘‘Now,”’ said one of the men, Jrawinga pistol, ‘“‘We 
are going to kill you.” 

The sight of the pistol put activity into Clem- 
mons, and with a leaphe sprang by one of jthe men. 
Then, as fast as he could move, he went down 
Cox street toward Collins, closely followed by the 
three men. Clemmons moved along Collins street 
until he reached Harris. Down Harris he went until 
he reached Fanny Brewster’s house; She is an- 
other member of Clemmon’s congregation, and into 
the house he went. The men were close upon him, 
and as he went into the house one of them ‘fired. 
The ball struck Clemmons in the thigh, making an 
ugly wound. Early yesterday morning the matter 
was reported at police headquarters, and officers 
were detailed to investigate it, butso far they have 
been unable to aseertain who did the shooting. Nod 
clue whatever has been obtained, and the whole 
affair is quite a mystery.

OF THE HOUSE RAILROAD COMMITTEE. 


The Work of the Legislature—Bills Passed 
by the Senate—New Bills Intro- 
duced—Committee Work. 


The railroad committee of the house met 
yesterday afternoon, for the consideration of 
the two charters applied for by Mr. W. B. 
Thomas, When they were called up, at Mr. 
Thomas's request, the charterffor the Tennes- 
see, Carolina and Georgia was withdrawn, and 
the charter for the Blue Ridge and Atlantie, 
which covered the same territory and gave 
power to build further, was called up. 

Counsel for the complainants in the bill now 
pending before the courts, and in which 
an injunction was recently granted, were pres- 
ent, appearing for the parties generally known 
as the minority stockholders. 

Hon. H, H. Carlton,representing Mr. Thom- 
as, stated that his client had applied for the 
charter and asked its passage, aaa said that he 
did not know the nature of the objection to it. 

Captain W. B. Burnett, of Athens, one of 

for minority stockholders 
Northeastern __ stated that 
these steckholders did not object to any legiti- 
mate enterprise er to the grant of a. charter 
for the purpose of building and operating a 
road; nor did they captiously object to the 
grant of a charter to Mr. Thomas. But they 
were of the opinion that certain provisions In 
the charter proposed would effect their rights; 
that it was the declared determimation 
that a portion of the Northeastern 
railroad should be turned over to Mr. Thomas ; 
that the court had recently enjoined a sale or 
lease to him, and that very broad powers were 
asked in this charter granting authority to 
use, rent or purchase other railroads or to 
make terms of consolidation with them. If 
such powers were granted withoutrestrictions, 
they thought it-would be possible under the 
new charter to obtain control of the North- 
eastern or such part of it as might be desired. 
The speaker urged that the legislature.should 
not grant a charter in aid of one side of a liti- 
gation or under the terms of which one liti- 
gant magn obtain that whicl the law had en- 
joined him from obtaining directly; nor 
should an act giving power 
to defeat the decision of the 
court. He also urged that if a 
power to consolidate with the Nertheastern 
road were referred, such provisions should 
be made in the new charter as would guarantee 
its stability and solvency. The legislature 
should fix an amount of capital, and require a 
resonable amount to be paid in cash and should 
also require that such an amount of, work should 
be done before consolidating as would assure, 
in good faith,the completion of the’road in 
accordance with the térms of its charter. 

Ex-Senator Barrow responded in favor of the 
charter, stating that he thonght reasonable re- 
quirements as to capital and amount to be paid 
in, and any other like requirement 
weuld be proper. He did not think the effect 
of the charter would be to avoid the results of 
the litigation, and argued this point at length- 

Mr. Thomas stated that he expected to ob- 
tain a part of the Northeastern railroad, and 
objected to any amendment which would be in 
his way in doing so. 

Mr. Barrow suggested that an amendment 
might be framed which would protect the 
rights of the minority stockholders without 
doing injury to the charter. Mr. Thomas de- 
clined to aecedé to any modification whatever. 

Pending the discussion, the conmittee ad- 
journed until today, when the hearing will be 
completed.

NEW YORK, July 21.—The effect of the announce-

Western Un'on was the 
pivotal stock, and while needing all the support 
given earlyinthe day showed a much stronger 
fr n' toward the clese. There wassome selling of 
St. Paul by London. Grangers were strong on 
favorable crop repoits. Louisville and Nashvillle 
was strong on the reoction from the yellow fever 
scare. The general list was dull and displayed little 
or no feature. There was a very weak opeuing, de- 
clines from yesterday’s final figures ranging up to 
1*4 per centin Western Union, but the weakness 
was short lived, prices advancing immediately, and 
by the end of the first half hour the opening losses 
had generaliy been recovered. The animation dis- 
played in the early declines then disappeared and 
dullness again reigned. Although the general tone 
of the market remained firm there was no progress 
of importance made until the last hour, when more 
decided strength was shown and the close, though 
quiet, was sirong at the best figures reached. 
Almost the entire list is high this evening, though 
advances are confined to fractions, exceptin Jersey 
Central, which was up 14%, and Omahaand Union 
Pacific 1 per cent each.

Immediately 
after the earthquake in Charleston last fall he 
went to that city and began taking contracts. 
Since September last he has been there con- 
stantly. 

Mr. Stewart leaves eight children to mourn 
his death.

Forty-five years ago he joinedthe Baptist 
church and has since been a consistent member. 
He was a Mason in good standing and a char- 
ter member of the Royal Arcanum, in which 
his life was insured for $3,000. 

Mr. Winham’s death occurred at his home, 
No. 115 Simpson street, about twenty minutes 
after llo’clock in the morning. For eight 
months past he has been suffering from dropsy, 
and while his recovery was considered im- 
possible his death was sudden. He was fifty- 


four years of age, and has been in Atlanta for . 


a number of years, coming to this city from 
Nashville. Before coming to Atlanta he lived 
in Rome, where he was engaged in the milling 
business with Stewart, Austin & Co., of which 
firm he was a member bothin Rome and At- 
lanta.

The County Courts. 

A sPIcy CASE was begun in the city court 
yesterday morning, and the large crowd of 
curious visitors were not disappointed in their 
expectation of hearing some racy disclosures. 
The defendant on trial is a very bright and 
shapely mulatto girl,named Mary L, Hunt, 
and she is charged with adultery and fornica- 
tion with Dr. G. W. Gardiner. The case has 
a peculiar history. Mary Hunt’s mother died 
when Mary wasa very young girl. The de- 
fendant is a very intelligent girl, about two- 
thirds white. 

Some four years ago her grandmother not 
being able to maintain her, gave her to Dr. 
Gardiner and his wife to work for them, Ee 
vided they would support and educate her 
Some time ago a petition was filed in the city 
court of Atlanta by Dr, G. W. Gardiner as 
next friend of this girl against Dr. D. Smith, 
for $10,000 damages, alleging that he, Smith, 
had chloroformed the said Mary Hunt while 
she was in his dental chair, and in this con- 
dition he, Smith, had violated her person. 
After this Smith appeared before the grand 
jury and had Dr. Gardiner indicted for libel on 
account of this suit. Matters rested in this 
condition for some months, when on June 21 
last the attorney of Dr- Smith had a warrant 
taken out for Mary L. Hunt and Dr. G. W. 
Gardiner, charging them with fornication and 
adultery, which cases are now on trial. The 
prosecutor in said cases is a negro named Wash 
Cobb,who had been aservant for Dr. Gardiner, 
and who had been discharged by him. It ap 
peared from the evidence that Cobb was sent 
for to come to the office of Smith’s attorney 
and there requested to to swear out a warrant 
for Mary Hunt and Dr. Gardiner for adultery 
and fornication, which he did. The only wit- 
nesses for the prosectition are two negroes, 
Wash Cobb and John Lyle, who have been 
impeached by a number of the best white men 
in town and sustained by a number of colored 
citizens. The prosecution is represented by 
Solicitor Howell Glenn and Colonel George 
T. Fry and the defendant by Lewis W. Thomas 
and Colonel Reuben Arnold. 

All the testimony was taken and Colonel 
Fry began his argument for the prosecution. 
At.4 p.m. the court adjourned to meet at 9 
o’clock this morning. 


WANT BUILDINGS OF THEIR OWN. 


The Colored People Moving for Separate 
Buildings for Their Exposition. 

A great deal of interest is manifested among 
the colored people of Atlanta and other parts 
of the state in the national colored exposition, 
which is to be held here in 1888. 

It will be remembered that one of the me- 
tives which induced the directors of the expo- 
sition to select Atlanta was the tender, by the 
Gentlemen’s Driving Park association, of their 
grounds and buildings for the use of the expo- 
sition. There is now a& movement 
amoug some of the prominent colored citizens 
looking to securing grounds and buildings of 
their own. So far the proposition has taken 
no definite shape, but it is being very seriously 
considered. 

‘The idea is this,’’ said a prominént colored 
man, “‘an effortis going to be made to secure 
an appropriation of $600,000 from congress for 
the purposes of the exposition. This sum, to 
gether with what we can raise by subscrip- 
tion among ourselyes, will be sufficient 
for grounds, buildings and allother expenses 
of the exposition. You see, we think it wouid 
be a better use of the money to puta portion 
of it in grounds and buildings, which could be 
afterward used for practical purposes. It has 
been proposed that any of the buildings might 
be utilized as an infirmary, hospital or home 
for the aged and destitute, while others could 
be turned into manufactories. But the princi- 
pal idea of those who favor this plan is 
that the buildings would remain as a memento 
of the exposition, as it were.”’ 

‘Will the colored people of Atlanta and 
Georgia give the grounds and buildings ?”’ 

“With some help from the fund obtained 
from congress they would be able to do so. 
One man is willing to give thirty acres of land 
near the city, and we think we could purchase 
enough adjoining to make 100 acres. We 
don’t see wheal need there is for the large sum 
asked of congress, unless a part of it goes to- 
ward grounds and buildings.”’ 

Tn this connection it may be mentioned that 
there is also a movement on foot looking to the 
erection of a suitable armory for the colored 
militia companies. The plan is to erect a good, 
substantial building on some.central location,a 
portion of it to be taken up with store rooms 
and offices, the rest being devoted to a large 
drill room with the necessary ante-rooms.

IN FAVOR OF THE SALE. 


Comprehensive Bill Introduced 
in the Senate for 


THE SALE OF THE STATE ROAD. 


The Bill in Full—Senator Dean's Views—The 
State Should Dispose of the Property 
and Liquidate Her Debt. 


One of the most important bills of the present 
session of the legislature is that of Senator 
Dean, introduced yesterday, which provides 
for the sale of the Western and Atlantic rail- 


road. 

The bill speaks for itself, 

The bill is entitled ‘‘a bill to be entitled an 
act to authorize and direct the sale of the 
Western and Atlantic railroad, and to specify 
the terms and manner of sale of the same, and 


for other purposes.”’ 

It reads as follows: 

Whereas, the true objects of pure republican 
government are the protection of the life, liberty 
and property of the citizen, rather than conduct- 
ing business for pecuniary gain; and 

Whereas, the constitution of the state of Georgia 
declares ‘protection to person and property the 
paramount duty of government, and shall be im- 
partial and complete;’’ and 

Whereas, the constitution of the state of Georgia 
recogniz 2s the right of the people to free competi- 
tion in business pursuits; and 

Whereas, the owning of fg rend by the state, 
which is used and operated solely for the pur- 
ee of profit to the state is inconsistent with the 
oregoing principles and is calculated to reduce the 
state from the high plane of pure government to 
the level of business competition with her citizens, 
thereby offering temptation to use hersovereign 
power to protect her pecuniary interests at the sac- 
rifice of her citizens, whose welfare she should 
promote rather than retard; and 

Whereas, the controland management of such 

roperty by the state has been and will! continue to 
be a disturbing element in the conduct of affairs of 
the state; and 

Whereas, it is a bad business policy to own prop- 
erty and refuse to sell the same for an adequate 
price while owing debts, the interest on which is 
equal to or greater than the income derived from 
the property; and : 

heen the constitution of the state of Georgia 
recognizes the propriety of selling the property of 
the state for the purpose of paying the debts of the 
State. 

Therefore, be it enacted by the general assembly 
of the state of Georgia, and itis hereby enacted by 
authority of the same; that the property owned by 
the state of Georgia known as the Western ard A-t 
lantic railroad property be sold upon the terms and 
in the manner hereinafter provided. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted by the authority 
aforesaid, That his excellency, the governor of the 
state of Georgia, the president of the senate, the 
speaker of the house of representatives, the attor- 
ney-general and the treasurer of the state, or their 
suecessors in office. be, and they are hereby consti- 
tute ia board of commissioners to.eonduct and con- 
suinmate a sale of suid property, a majority of 
whom shall constitute a quorum for the transaction 
of the business entrusted to them. 

Sec, 2. Be it’ farther enacted by the authority 
aforesaid, That said rd of commissioners are 
hereby authorized and directed to advertise in ten 
or moie leading journals published in the United 
States for bids and propositions of purchase of said 
gum & Such advertisement to be published once 
# month for three months prior to the first day of 
January, 188%, and shall contain a statement of the 
rules upon which bids ar.d proposilions will be re- 
ceived and entertained by the board, a description 
of the property to be sold, and the terms of sale as 
in section fourth of this act recited. 

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted by the authority 
aforesaid, That the minimum principal sum to be 
orate for said property shall be eight million, four 
iundred and eighty thousand and five hundred dol- 
lars ($8,480,500). ; 

The time of payment thereof shall be as follows, 
to-wit: Two Bass tam one hundred and forty-one 
thousand ($2.141,000) dollars shall become due on De- 
cembert he first, in the year eighteen hundred and 
eighty-eight (1838); two million and ninety-elght 
tlionsand. (32,008,000) dollars shall ‘become due Sep- 
tember the first, in the year eighteen hundred and 
ninety; three hundred and seven thousand and five 
hundred ($307,500) dollars shall become due June the 
first, eighteen hundred and ninety-two (1892): five 
hundred and forty-two thousand ($542,000) dollars 
shall become due June the first, inthe year eighteen 
hundred and ninety-six (1896); the balance of the 
purchase price to become due June the first in the 
year nineteen hundred and fifteen (1915). 

Said several installments or payments shall bear 
interest from date of final consuinmation of sale, at 
the rate of four and one-half (41-2) per cent per an- 
num, payable semi-annually, both principal and 
interest payable at the office of the treasurer of the 
state of Georgia. 

The board of commissioners may require such 
bonus or security for good faith upon the part of 
varties making bids or propositious as they may 
deem proper, and subject to such terms as they may 
prescribe. 

The property to be sold and conveyed is the fol- 
lowing, to-wit: All of the real estate and ease- 
ments owned by the state of Georgia, yf a a 
to or connected with the Western and Atlantic rail- 
road property, within the states of Georgia and 
Tennessee, whether the same be riglits of way, 
depot, town or city lots, together with all im- 
provements and fixtures thereon, such as rail- 
road tracks, bridges, ~~ buildings, car sheds, 
machine shops, round houses, buildings, water 
tanks, coal yards and bins, telegraph 
lines, etc, Also personal property, consisting of 
locomotive engines, Cars, passenger and treicht, 
hand cars, tools and material for use in machine 
shops and for repairs and improvements on lines of 
road. wood, ties, rails, spikes and bars, office furni- 
ture and fixtures, scales, trucks, etc.; all of which, 
adapted to use on said railroad andof such propor- 
tionate values for each class of personality herein 
specified as was, by the state of Georgia, turned oycr 
and delivered to the present lessees of said railroad, 
as appears of record fy the office of the secretary of 
state, by authority ofthe act authorizing the leise 
of said road, thea gregaic amount thereof being 
about six hundred ¢ ousand dollars ($600,000). 

‘Said property to be sold subject to the lease con- 
tract now unéxpired thereon; the terms of which 
lease are not hereby altered or abridged. The pur- 
chaser or purchasers to receive credit on the inter- 
est due the state for all 'sum'sreceived by the state 
from the lessees of said property, interest being al- 
lowed the purchaser or purchasers at the rate of four 
and one-half per cent per annum for credits re- 
ceived in advance of the maturity of interest due 
by them to the state. 

The faith of the state is hereby pledged to convey 
said property with good and sufficieut title in fee 
simple with warranty against the claim or claims of 
any and all person or persons whomsoever, upon a 
fulland complete compliance with the terms of sale 
as herein provided. 

The title to said property shall be and remain in 
the state of Georgia until the terms of sale are fully 
and completely fulfilled-—-which being done, a con- 
veyance shall be made as above stated. 

-ossession of said property shall be given to the 
purchaser or purchasers whenever said lease con- 
tract is terminated. 

in case the purchaser or purchasers shall at any 
timne fail or refuse to pay any sum or sums either of 
principal or interertthat may be due u:der the 
terms of the contract of sale within twenty (20 
after the same has become due, or shall fail or 
lect to keep said property in as good conditio 
repair pending the execution of said contract 
as the samemay be in when possession is dclivered, 
then in that event, the governor shall, by an order 
passed and entered upon the records of his office, de- 
clare said contract of purchase nulland yoid, and 
thereupon be shail procced to take immediate pos 
session of said property, and if resistance is offered 
by the party or parties in possession. he shall hay: 
authorityto callto hisaid any or all tire sheritts 
of this state, with the posse comitatus to take pos- 
session and expel the party or parties loiding ad- 
verse to the state. 

After possession of said property had been given 
the purchaser or purchasers thereof, thereupon said 
property shall become liable to all the burdens of 
government and subject to the sovereign power of 
the state as other and similar property situated. or 
constructed within the state since the year 1874, 
This condition shall not be construed to impair in 
any wise whatever the title of the state in said prop- 
erty pending the execution of the contract of pur- 
chase, 

in addition to the security of retaining title to 
said property by the state, the purchasér or purcha 
sers thal be required to deposit with the treasurer 
of the state of Georgia, atthe time the contract of 
sale may be signed and delivered, bonds of the state 
of Georgia, recognized by the state to be valid, or of 
the United States, of the par value of two million 
($2,000,000) dollars, or in Deu thereof shall execute 
and deliver a good and valid bond payable to the 
governor of the state of Georgia, -for the 
sum of two million ($2.000,000) dollars, secured 
by first mortgage upon real estate or railroad proper- 
ty situated within this state, of the value of at least 
three million ($3,000,000) dollars. The condition of 
said deposit of bonds, or of said mortgage bonds, 
shail be that upon a failure of the purciassr or pur- 
chasers to comply with any orail the terms of the 
coutract of sal¢, the state through and in the name 
of the governor shall have the right to sell saia 
bonds, or any part thereof, or to foreclose said mort- 
sage for such sum or sums a8 may be sufficient to 
cover all amounts of principal or interest due and 
unpaid, and such amourtsof expense or cost as the 
state may hay e incurred, and for sucli damavres (as 
she may have sustained hy reason of the non-com- 
pliance upon the part of said purchaser or pur- 
chasers, With the terms ofthe contract of sale. 
When the first installment of principal and 
all interest matured shall have been paid, then one 
million ($1,000,000) dollars of said bonds or of said 
piortgage shall be delivered up or released to said 
purchaser or purebasers, and when the second in- 
staliment of principal and all matured interest sliall 
have been paid, then the remaining one million 
(1,000,000) dollars of said bonds or offsaid mortgage, 
shali be delivered up or released to said purchaser 
or purchasers, When possesion of said property is 
delivered to the purchaser or purchasers, the gover- 
nor shall appoint three disinterested railroad ex-

said, that the governor shall be ex officio chairman 
of said board of commissioners, and upon the pas- 
sage of this act he shall forthwith call said board to 
convene in his office for the purpose of entering upon 
a discharge of their duties. Said board shall keep a 
record of allits proceedings and shall contro! its 
own deliberations and actions by such rules and 
regulations, not inconsistent with this act or with 
the laws of the state, as they may deem proper.

Sec. 7. Be it further enacted by the authority 
aforesaid, That all iaws and parts of laws in con- 
flict herewith be and the same are hereby repealed. 

THE AUTHOR'S VIEWS, 

A CONSTITUTION reporter saw Senator Dean 
and asked the object and purpose of the bill. 
Mr. Dean said the interest on the present debt 
of the state, not including school bonds, 
amounts to $487,425 annually. Now the in- 
come from the State road is $300,000 an- 
nually, which leaves a difference of $187,425. 
Now the interest on the minimum price $8,- 
480,500 at 44 per cent will be $381,622.50, being 
$381,622,50 more than the state now gets from 
the road. This large increase that will result 
from the sale of the road,is,I think a very 
good reason why the road should be sold. In- 
dividuals endeavor to get as much from their 
investments as they can, and I do not see why 
the state should not pursue a similar policy. 

‘*In addition to this reason, should the bill 
pass and the road be sold, the proceeds of sale 
under the constitution will be required to be 
applied to the liquidation of the state debt. But 
the greater portion of the state debt thus pro- 
vided for, there will be no necessity for raising 
more than $100,000 annually from the people 
by taxation. These figures to me show con- 
clusively that the best intérest of the state will 
be served by selling the road, and thus rid her- 
self of all her railroad property, quitting the 
commercial line she has so long been engaged 
in, and hereafter confining herself solely to the 
task of governing the people wisely and well. 

“Ample time exists in which to sell the 
road. There is no necessity for hurry, and no 
reason why any one’s interest should be injured 
by undue haste. If this assembly does not pro- 
vide for the disposition of the road, the next 
legislature will have time to complete it, as the 
lease does not expire before December 27th, 
1890. 

‘‘T am in favor of making an earnest effort 
to effect the sale of the road for the most ad- 
vantageous price. This effort is necessary to 
be made, and either this or the next legislature 

vill have to accomplish it. Why not let this 
one have a chance at it?”’

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THE MISSION WORKERS 


Able and Eloquent Address by 
Dr. Kendall Last Night. 


EXTENT OF THE MISSION WORK 


In Atianta—A Powerful Place for Mission 
Work—What It Has and What 
It May Accomplish, Ete. 


The reunion of the mission workers of At- 
lanta, which occurred in the First Methodist 
church last night, was a pleasant and success- 
ful affair. The audience, composed princi- 
pally of the mission workers, wasa large and 
attentive one. 

After the reading cf an interesting paper 
showing the extent of the mission work in At- 
lanta, Mr. W. A. Hemphill introduced to the 
audience the Rey. T. R. Kendall, of Rome, 
who had been selected to make an address. 

Dr. Kendall based his address upon the followin 
text: . ‘‘It is enough for the disciple that be as his 
master.’ ‘This scripture occurs,” continued he, “in 
the middle of the finest and the sublimest home- 
mission chapter of the Bible. After giving various 
directions in sending his disciples forth upon their 
mission work, he throwed himself forward in one 
text as a collosal figure for our example and inspira- 
tion in home-mission work. We use the term ‘home- 
mission’ because. as yet, the gospel was only to the 
house of Israel. Pentacost had not yet come.’ 

HOME-MISSION WORK ORGANIZED. 

Behold in this lesson the divine statesman, plac- 
ing the infant church on wheels, and sending it 
forth to proclaim the kingdom of heaven. Modern 
church economists might deride such daring and 
aggressiveness. Our Lord turns aside 
from all ecclesiastical orthodoxy 
this matter. Should not this exampleand 
appeal bring confusion to the luxury-loving best 
who deem service enough to hearthe Sabbath ser- 
mon and spend the remainder of the day in gown 
and slippers?”’ 

, PRACTICAL QUESTION FOR THIS OCCASION. 

‘Ts the power of his example and mission spirit 
still felt in his church? Let the banners of eighteen 
mission stations in Atlanta, represented here this 
evening, answer. History rightfully boasts of her 
important events, and one blow between Greece 
and Pegsia must decide for freedom or slavery; 
when cross or crescent must go down at Tours. 
These were important events; but, when we 
calculated the mission forces entering into 
the occasion that convenes us this evening, remem- 
ber the object is to embrazen anew the mission 
spirit of Christ upon our church alters. We say the 
present may be of sufficient import to affect hermit 
worlds, 

OTHER ARGUMENTS. 

“What argument additional to his example may 
we use? Has he not bought us with a price? Isany 
part of our talent as to influence, wealth, or abilit 
to labor for him anyway unredeemed? Bought wit 
such a price, will we not hasten to the harvest fields 
for which he is so er concerned, and to which 
the spirit would lead and for the garnering of which 
all providence is in motion. 

NOTHING DONE FOR HIM IS LOST. 

“Every act in this chosen field is transmitted by a 
divine alchemy into a sacrament. 
appoints the smallest deed a place 
in the system of means, hastening 
the world’s redemption. Are the widow’s mites 
lost? Multiplied millions flow into the treasury 
through this one act.’’ 

. SELF-PROPAGATION IS SELF-PRESERVATION. ’ 

“When Senator Crowninsfield, in the senate of 
the old Bay state, said the churches should not 
transport —— as they had none to spate, he lit- 
tle underst that it is only by constant commerce 
that Christianity exists, and that inactivity is to 
cover religion’s life with a napkin. . How few real- 
ize fully that the receptive attitude teudsto spirit- 
ual invalidism and to transform thechurch into a 
hospital. Need we go away from Atlanta to realize 
that mission work makes transfigurations instead of 
——— in the lives of those who are engag- 
ed in it.’’ 

WHAT IS ATLANTA’S COMING GLORY? 

‘*Her railroads, tapping all sides of the conti- 
nen t; ker public schools, the just pride of the state 
her plucky and prosperous newspayers, tha 
carry tidings of her enterprise and thrift over the 
world? Prohibition, with all its multiplied benedic- 
tions? Our grand churches and congregations? No! 
These we are jointly proud of. But her chief glory 
lies in her self-sacrificing and heroic mission work: 
Like a golden net-work, glistening with heavenly 
dews, they permeate the city. These mission sta- 
tions are the burning bushes, and shekinah fires, 
declaring God’s presence and power within our 
gates. Here are the hidden springs of power that 
conserve every interest ot our glorious city. I bid 
you then, in God’s name, go farward after the ex- 
ample and spirit of our Lord, to cultivate the mis- 
sion fields. In these mission schools and in the 
hovels of the poor, as we undertake to explain the 
word of life to neglected ones, God graciously opens 
a. bee-gum of sweets over our own souls, and we 
realize Christ incarnated in our hearts. Oh, if we 
could stand where the seer of the apocaly saw 
those approach who had come through 
great tribulations, and behold amongst 
them the lame, the halt, the blind, 
the widow, the orphan, the stranzer—whom we 
had brought to Christ—this work would become as 
precious to us as the blood of Christ and as im- 
measurable in importance as the joys of Heaven. 

The congregation joined in singing two 
verses of a familiar hymn, the benediction was 
pronounced and the meeting dissolved. 

Dozens of members of Trinity who had sat 
under Dr. Kendall’s preaching, approached 
the altar to shake their former pastor by the 
hand and to exchange cordial greetings. 
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SENSATION IN DeKALB. 


Wine Room Opened at Stone Mountain— 
What is Said ef It. 


Rumors reached this city yesterday that the 
town council of Stone Mountain had granted 
a license to a wine room there at $100 per an- 
num. Stone Mountain was one of the first 
towns in the county to go dry, and the rumor 
created some surprise in this city. 

A representative of THE CONSTITUTION yes- 
terday meeting with Hon. John L. Hamilton, 
the senator from the thirty-fourth district, 
who resides at Stone Mauntain, inquired as to 
the correctness of the rumor. Senator Hamil- 
ton replied that it was true, he believed, that 
the council had agreed to license a wineroom 
at $100 per annum. 

‘Under what law are they acting, doctor?’’ 
inquired THE CONSTITUTION man. “Are they 
acting under the charter, the general local op- 
tion law ora special law ?”’ 

“They are not acting under thé general local 
option act, for a special act was passed for De- 
Kalb county and approved December 24, 1884. 
Thecharter of the town was amended, or 
rather a newcharter granted, on the 18th of 
September, 1883. By section 17 of that char 
ter they were given power to license persons to 
retail spirituous liquors, at not less than $800 
per annum, A. provision in the local op- 
tion act for the county is to 
this effect: Provided that this 
act shall not interfere with the manufacture 
or sale of domestic wine or cider, or wines for 
medicinal or sacramental purposes.”’ 

Representatives Candler and Johnson had 
not heard of the action of the council. The 
general opinion is that the licenses are invalid. 
The situation promises to grow interesting in 
DeKalb about court week. -
